Pathways To

Recently the market has been flooded 
with books recounting tales of psychic 
visitation to people in all walks of life. 
A responding public, individually re 
calling its personal but still unexplain- 
ed explorationsinto the unknown, starts 
asking for clarification of Spiritualism. 


This religion does not claim to have 
all the answers, however, cogent ex- 
planation is possible through this phil- 
osophic, science, through knowledge 
gained by years of investigation. 


There is nothing mysterious or super- 
natural in the realm of ‘spirit happen- 
ings’. They are demonstrations caused 
by discarnate entities (people living in 
the spirit side of life). They work with 
spirit force, through natural law, the 
God-Law of the universe. 


Their object is to alert people here 
to the continuity of life and to the ex- 
istence of the spirit world; to show us 
that communication with those in spirit 
is a possibility right now. Some lay- 
men are reluctant to credit a ‘spiri- 
tual’ cause. Why? Is it that mystery 
intrigues them? Or is it that there are 
none so blind as those that won’t see? 


These people want to materially 
handle the spiritual evidence, analyze 
it, and press it into a shape more to 
their liking. This they cannot do. That 
which is spiritual is of spirit; that which 
is material is of matter. Although spirit 
transcends matter its manifestation can 
be seen and heard by those of sufficient 
mediumistic quality. 


It is asked ‘what is a Medium?’ Ac- 
cording to the Manual of the N.S.A.C., 
‘A Medium is one who is sensitive 
to vibrations from the spirit 
world, and through whose instrumen- 
tality, Intelligences from that world are 
able to convey messages and produce 
the phenomena of Spiritualism.’ 


To the Spiritualist, God is Infinite 
Intelligence constantly expressing 
through Natural Law; through various 
kingdoms-— mineral, vegetable, animal 
and spirit. 


Because of God operating through 
natural law, the courageous Astronauts 
were able to circumnavigate the moon 
ten times and return safely to tell about 
it.

BOOK REVIEW 


The Doctor and the Soul 


by Victor E. Frankl, M.D. 
Alfred A. Knopf, Inc. Pub. 


Dr. Frankl, who is head of the Neu- 
rological Department of the Poliklinik 
Hospital in Vienna, a professor of 
Psychiatry, and holds degrees in medi- 
cine and philosophy, spent several 
years during World War II in concen- 
tration camps at Auschwitz and 
Dachau, during which time nearly his 
entire family was wiped out. 


With the insight of a philosopher 
Dr. Frankl discusses traditional ap- 
proaches to the treatment of mental dis- 
orders and, like the Swiss psychiatrist 
Carl Jung, rejects, at least in part, 
Freud’s insistence on ‘instinct and sex- 
drive’ as the basis of neurosis, claim- 
ing that ‘humanity has demonstrated 
ad nauseam in recent years that it 
has instincts, drives. Today it appears 
more important to remind man that 
he has a spirit. . .’ 


He suggests that neurosis in many 
patients may be nothing more (or 
less) than spiritual hunger and dis- 
cusses ‘psychotherapy in_ spiritual 
terms’ or ‘Logotherapy’. He declares 
that ‘the moment a doctor commits 
himself to such a psychotherapy in 
spiritual terms his own philosophy 
comes to the fore— whereas previously 
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How Many Steps? 


How many steps lead up to God? 
How many pathways have I trod? 
Are there any shortcuts to heav’n? 
How many steps? A Thousand? Seven? 
Are they all made of solid gold? 

Can we climb easily on the way 

Is it difficult? Tell me, I pray.

And when that’s done, I’ll take another. 
How else will I begin to climb 
To reach the heights of the sublime? 
Should I rest when I grow tired, 
I’) look up and be inspired. 
I won’t count the steps I’ve trod 
Lest I forget they lead to God.

Because Jung feared the criticism of 
his colleages, Jung refused to permit 
his ‘unscientific’ book Memories, 
Dreams and Reflections to be published 
until after his death in 1961. 

It may be some kind of a break- 
through to find Dr. Frankl publishing, 
only six years later, a book which rec- 
ognizes what some ofusordinary poets 
and peasants have long suspected, that 
man does indeed have a soul. 


Thomas A. Edison 


Thomas A. Edison, the worldfamous 
inventor and wizard of science, began 
school at 7 years of age. Before that 
time his hand had been controlled by 
an unseen intelligence and he wrote 
clearly. 

In the Banner of Light, May 2, 
1896, John Eggleston wrote ‘Thomas 
Edison’s parents were Spiritualists. I 
have many times sat in circles in their 
home when this great inventor was a 
mere child.’ 

Another writer stated ‘I have known 
Thomas Edison from a boy and all 
of his father’s people. William Pitt Ed- 
ison, brother of Thomas, was a pro- 
nounced believer in the phenomena, 
as is Thomas, but the latter only dis- 
cusses the subject with persons of in- 
timate acquaintance.”’
